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Supply and Demand 


PUBLICATION has just so much space available for news items 
and articles. The amount of that space depends on advertising 
support of the publication, news space increasing in propor- 
tionate degree to advertising revenue. The proportion of space 
allotted articles and news depends upon the supply of that 
matter, the editor’s judgement and reader’s expression of opin- 
ion regarding what they do or do not want to see in print. 
Maybe we had better reverse the three to obtain the correct order of their im- 
portance and influence. If more readers were to indicate what they like, and 
particularly what they do not like, the editor’s blue pencil would not waver 
so much. What to print; whether to print, are often problems. Sometimes 
good articles are few; sometimes news items are also scant, for things do 
not happen with a regularity that could be desired. When the opposite is 
true, material must be condensed or omitted to enable insertion of all the 
news desired to print. At other times, copy that is not dated—which could 
be used a any time, is printed. If your favorite article is delayed weeks or 
months it is no reflection on it, for many stamp articles just like fiction, 
can be printed this week or next month or even a year from now, with no 
loss of interest entailed in the delay. The chief difference between a phila-

What to print? Sometimes its a puzzle that seems to have no solution. 
A church recently decided to remember with a cachet the anniversary of 
a historical act. The cachet was free, but was the item one properly to be 
inserted in a philatelic publication? Some of you will promptly say “No,” 
others “Yes’—but which (if indeed either,) opinion is in the majority? 
The cachet commemorates an event having no connection with stamps or 
philately. It is only one of innumerable such markings privately produced 
and which anyone is free to produce. Should such things be encouraged? 
We know that by printing a mention of it that many will probably send 
covers for the cachet, deeming our mention as proof that the item is worth 
sending for, even though the sender is convinced he be a stamp collector, 
not a souvenir collector. Personally we think a cachet produced in connec- 
tion with a stamp issue or other philatelic event is worthy of mention as a 
news item, provided of course it isn’t-a commercial proposition. 

Then there are controversial matters on which a difference of opinion 
exists, and both opinions are held by philatelic groups. Should such mat- 
ters be ignored or aired? An influential portion of our hobby holds to the 
belief that anything unpleasant should not be printed no matter how truth- 
ful or how informing it may be to a collector who should be armed with 
the protection that information would provide. Time was when the _phila- 
telic journalists enjoyed calling each other names to the exclusion of other 
matter; and while they no doubt enjoyed it, their subscribers probably didn’t. 
We have seen lately where simple statements of fact presented as informa- 
tion has been answered by savage personal criticism instead of other facts, 
other pertinent information. Someone is always overstepping bounds in this 
hobby and very seldom does anyone do anything about it. What is done, is 
done in a general attitude of compromise in order that the whole matter be 
shushed. Philatelists it seems have tender ears in the opinion of some of the 
profession and unpleasant truths should not be brought to those innocent 
ears they say. Anyone believing all is sweetness and light in this hobby would 
believe anything and deserves to get jarred down to earth. The membership 
of our national societies would be a livelier group as a whole if they got the 
jarring facts now and then. But they should be facts.

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United States Airmail Stamps 


OR the first time since 1928 the United 
States ~ems about to have a uniform 
air maul series. Forgotten by most col- 
lectors are the motley values now 
comprising the current series, and 

most people would probably if asked what 


were the current air mails, say the 6c 
“Eagle in a Bathtub” and the 16c airmail 
special delivery. When the government was 


authorizing experimental flights in the years 
from 1910 to 1913, no special postage stamps 
were provided. The 20c Parcel Post stamp 
did however depict a plane, though no regu- 
lar air mail service had been instituted at 
the time. Postmaster General Hitchcock was 
hopeful of such an eventuality, and the 
stamp was propaganda for that purpose. 
On May 15, 1918 the first regular air mail 
service was inaugurated between Washington 
and New York, with way stop at Philadel- 
phia. The first U. S. air mail stamp, 
the world’s first, was prepared for use on 
such mail, the 24c of the 1918 series. The 
postage rate was 24c per ounce and this in- 
cluded special delivery at city of addressee. 
This special delivery feature was necessary 
since if the mail were delayed for regular 
carrier delivery it would have little advan- 
tage in speed over train mails. On the first 
day of issue as is now well known, a sheet 
with centers inverted were sold, the purchaser 
not using any on covers, that being before 
the first day cover era. The stamps were 
printed and issued in sheets of 100, with 
margins trimmed on two sides creating arti- 
ficial straightedges and this has led to the 
undying myth that the stamps were printed 
in sheets of 400 and that three other in- 
verted center panes must have existed. A large 
number of souvenir covers were sent on the 
first flights, but those from Washington did 
not succeed in convincing the public of 
speed of air mail, for the plane made a 
forced landing and the covers returned to 
Washington and were flown on the next at-

On July 15, 1918, the rate was reduced

This stamp too was later distributed for or- 
dinary postage. Both 6c and 16c were printed

The rate was 8c per ounce per 
being New York-Chicago, 
Chicago-Cheyenne and Cheyenne-San Fran- 
cisco. This series became useless for air mail 
on the following July 1, a new rate of 10c 
per ounce for 1500 miles or less and 20c for 
over that distance coming effect. The 
three airmails were then issued and used for 
ordinary postage. Philately bought sparingly 
of them, as air mail collecting was not yet 
very popular.

A new air mail series did not however ap- 
pear until it was decided to let contracts for 
flying the air mail. The first such routes went 
into effect on February 15, 1926. The Ford 
Motor Co. was contractor and the routes 
were operated from Detroit to Cleveland and 
Detroit to Chicago. These were numbered 
C. A. M. 6 and C. A. M. 7. Two days ear- 
lier the 10c Map design stamp had been is- 
sued and since that date the stamp has re- 
mained a current issue. The 15c was issued 
on September 18 to serve as prepayment on 
mail posted under a rate of 10c for distances 
of less than 1,000 miles, 15c for less than 
1500, and 20c for distances over that. No 
20c was immediately provided, but when 
rates were changed on February 1, 1927 to 
10c per half ounce with no restriction on 
distance, a 20c was provided to meet the need 
expected for a stamp to pay the double rate 
or multiples. This stamp was issued on Jan. 
25, 1927. All three stamps have since re- 
mained a part of the current issue, though 
the 15c had only a few months use for its 
original purpose. As the Foreign Air Mail 
routes were established all three stamps found 
additional use, in fact the past few years 
this has been almost their sole use. In 1927 
it might be noted the use of air mail stamps 
for other than prepayment of air mail post- 


age and fees on air mail matter was forbid- 
den. The ruling included all previous issues. 

On May 21, 1927 Charles A. Lindbergh 
was catapulted into fame with his non-stop 
flight across the Atlantic and in response to 
popular request a 10c stamp, our first com- 
memorative air mail, was prepared hastily 
with mistakes in map as a result. It was is- 
sued June 18 upon the flyer’s return. An at- 
tempt to provide air mail stamps in booklets 
was a failure, a 61c booklet containing two 
panes of three of this stamp being issued on 
May 26, 1928, the last day of the Midwestern 
Philatelic Exhibition at Cleveland. The stamp 
had little chance of success as rates were re- 
duced to Sc for the first ounce and 10c for 
each additional ounce on July 1, of that year. 

To meet the new rate the Department 
again issued a bicolored stamp, the popular 
Sc Beacon which appeared on June 25, 1928. 
The colorful design was calculated to at- 
tract attention to air mail by the public as 
well as postal employees. 

The years 1928 to 1930 saw development 
of the present far flung foreign air mail 
lines, to Canada and other countries and colo- 
nies of the Western Hemisphere. Aside from 
their speeding up communications to many 
isolated communities, considerable interna- 
tional good will and trade resulted. Despite 
the celebrities taking part in the inaugural 
services, no special stamps were issued as the 
rates varied from Sc to 75c per half ounce. 
Lindbergh piloted inaugural planes on more 
than one occasion, a fact forgotten by many 
of his critics. At this time the Post Office to 
get rid of the Lindbergh booklets, removed 
the covers from the booklets and sold the 
panes at face value, either as separate stamps 
or in strips. Consequently for a period of 
months these stamps enjoyed a considerable 
use, though the total issue was small in pro- 
portiqgn to other booklet issues. 

Printing of the bicolored stamp was expen- 
sive and despite heavy purchases by collec- 
tors, the government lost money in its airmail 
venture. To cut costs a new design single- 
color Sc of the Winged Globe design was 
introduced on Feb. 10, 1930. The first ro- 
tary press air mail stamp appeared on August 
19, 1931 when the same stamp appeared in 


this form. 

In 1932, an increase in postage rates was 
approved, to avoid increasing deficits, and 
airmail was increased to 8c for the first 


ounce and 13c for each additional ounce. 
This rate became effective on July 6, but 
no new stamp was provided until September 
26, an Sc of the sarae design as the Sc. Mean-

to get rid of them. This change in rate al- 
so involved the first air mail stamped enve- 
lope, a Sc which was issued on January 12, 
1929. The 8c of the same design was also 
issued September 26, 1932. 

The 8c rate proved too high and the 13c 
per ounce additional was soon found to be 
too expensive. Air Express was taking the 
heavy business, so the rate was reduced on 
July 1, 1934 to 6c per ounce and a new 
stamp of that denomination was issued on 
that date in the same design as the 8c. This 
rate for domestic air postage has remained 
since that date. 

In connection with National Air Mail 
Week, celebrated on the 20th anniversary of 
the first regular air mail service, the govern- 
ment issued the bicolored 6c stamp now 
about to be replaced. The stamp was issued 
May 14, 1938 and huge quantities used on 
special flight throughout the country. The 
printing of this stamp again proved too ex- 
pensive to justify the extra cost, over $100,- 
000 per annum it is stated. This stamp pro- 
vided the first error since the first air mail 
stamp of 1918. 40 sheets minus horizontal 
perforations were obtained at the Brooklyn, 
N. Y. post office under circumstances that 
brought wide-spread comment. Other than 
the fact the stamps were sold deliberately 
with the knowledge they should not have 
been issued, nothing developed in subsequent 
investigation. 

To meet special developments in interna- 
tional routes and flights special issues have 
been prepared on several occasions. The oc- 
casion of the triangular Pan-American flight 
of the Graf Zeppelin in 1930 resulted in is- 
suance of three stamps, 65c, $1.30 and $2.60, 
paying various rates on that flight, and since 
there was practically no commercial matter 
carried, the issue was souvenir in intent. 
These were issued on April 19 at a limited 
number of post offices and withdrawn on 
June 30. Since the U. S. postal service re- 
ceived nothing in postage from covers car- 
ried by the ship, it will be seen that the 
profits to the U. S. were solely in unused 
stamps, sold, an incentive for the special 
issue. 

In 1933 the Graf Zeppelin returned and 
made a flight to the Century of Progress ex- 
position at Chicago. To meet the rate on 
souvenir cards and covers, a special 50c 
stamp was issued on October 2, 1933 and was 
withdrawn after the flight to the excite- 
ment of considerable speculation which was 
later deflated. 

The first stamps issued in connection with 
the Foreign Air Mail Service were the 25c 
Trans-Pacific issued November 22, 1935 for 
the first flight to Hawaii, Guam and the 
Philippines, the rates being 25c for each leg 
of the hop. This stamp remained in current 
use until rates were reduced with the flight 
of April 21, 1937 extending the route to 
Macao and Hong Kong. The new rates going 
into effect at this time were 20c to Hawaii, 
40c to Guam, 50c to Philippines and 70c to 
the two Chinese points. To meet the new 
rates a 20c and 50c of same design as the 
25c, but with date omitted, were issued. 
These remain current. 

On May 16, 1939 with such short notice 
few collectors had time or opportunity to ob- 
tain covers a new 30c stamp was issued for 
the Transatlantic air mail. Postal officials 
had been unable to decide definitely if to 
issue a stamp until late, some said; while

Chinese Issue Confiscated 





The set of Chinese Constitution commemo- 
ratives issued in 1939 on the 150th anniver- 
sary of the U. S. document, are forbidden in 
Japan, Henry Sanborn of Berkeley, Califor- 
nia tells us. The map on the stamps did not 
show Manchukuo, so the Japanese confiscated 
all such stamps arriving in Japan. Mr. San- 
born lost over $100 worth in this manner, 
having been shipped them in exchange by a 
Chinese dealer while Mr. Sanborn was re- 
siding in Japan.

Conscription Commemoratives 





On the occasion of the first enrollment of 
conscripts on June 1, 1941, of men under 
Manchukuo’s April, 1939 Conscription law, 
the Department of Communication has pre- 
pared 4,000,000 sets of special stamps depict- 
ing a soldier. At top of the design is the in- 
scription in native characters “In commemo- 
ration of conscription put into execution” 
and at bottom “June, 8th year of Kang Teh.” 
Denominations are 2 fen and 4 fen. On the 
sheet margins adjoining ten stamps is printed 
the admonition “Avoid misdelivery in put- 
ting up every person’s name sign on his gate 
(door).” The stamps are available through 
the officially constituted Manchukuo Postal 
Society c/o General Administration, Bureau 
of Posts, Hsinking, Manchukuo if orders are 
not less than 6 Yuan plus postal and pack- 
ing charges.

The Procedure Before Stamps 
Are issued. 





By CLARENCE W. Brazer. 





The historical data behind a postage stamp 
begins after the idea to approve an issue has 
been properly considered. The regular rov- 
tine of artist’s designs, or models, are pre- 
pared and then the procedure of vignette and 
letter engravers are required to complete the 
proposed Die. 

Prints are occasionally taken from the die 
when partially completed, to show the en- 
gravers the amount of progress instituted by 
their efforts. When the whole design is en- 
graved, then the Die Essays in various colors 
are printed on India paper in order to sub- 
mit same to the proper authorities for ap- 
proval. 

Sometimes miniature or full-sized plates are 
then made from which the plate essays in 
various colors are proffered for the final 
checking of approval. The authorities in 
charge may advise changes in the design, 
which when printed and finally approved for 
the issued stamp, are thereon termed 
‘PROOFS’. 

These proofs may be in several Trial colors 
from which the color for the stamp is se- 
lected. When proofs of the design and color 
are finally found to be satisfactory, then the 
plates are made, and PLATE PROOFS printed 
on India paper for another checking before 


the plates are hardened and the genera 
course of printing is inaugurated. 

These unaccepted Essays, Trial Color 
Proofs, normal color Die Proofs, and Plate 


Proofs are sought for by collectors, and are 
greatly treasured as scarce historical items 
They are printed with great care, and se 
lected qualities of ink, so that the finest im- 
pressions make it possible to effect a beauti- 
ful relief of the stamp design. Few special- 
ized collections may be regarded as completed 
without the historical essays and proofs which 
were indeed focal considerations on which the 
actual stamps issued, were based.

others hinted the delay was due to respon- 
sible officials being away from Washington. 
The stamp was issued at New York, conse- 
quently there was not as great a scarcity as 
might have been. The inaugural flight started 
on May 20. The 30c rate applied to any Eu- 
ropean point. This route has proven very 
profitable due the war and the stamp remains 
in current use. 

In 1934 it was decided to issue a stamp 
of distinctive design to prepay a commonly 
used rate on air mail, the combined special 
delivery and air rate, 16c. First printing was 
in blue and issued at the American Air Mail 
Society Convention at Chicago on August 
30. Postal officials found that the stamp was 
not as readily recognized by clerks as was de- 
sired, so in 1936 it was issued bicolored on 
February 10 and remains a current issue, un- 
affected by the intended new issue. It might 
be recalled that the blue stamp of 1934 
figured in the stamp scandals of 1934-35 and 
was issued on March 15, 1935 for a limited 
time in full sheets imperforate, our first im- 
perforate air stamp. For a period of months 
the stamp in ordinary singles and blocks was 
a glut on the market due to many sheets 
being cut and position blocks removed, with 
resultant quantities of waste being hard to 
be absorbed. 

While there has been a repeated hint that 
higher value air mail stamps such as $1, $5, $10 
and even $20 could be used by certain heavy 
mailers, there is nothing to indicate these 
will appear. In comparison to other coun- 
tries, the air mail issues of the U. S. are re- 
markable for their freedom from speculative 
and 


issues, manipulated ones. Every stamp 
was available without limit for not less 
than a matter of weeks. Aside from their 


face value, een the Zeppelin issues are free 
of criticism. Moreover U. S. air mails have 
been limited to denominations actually neces- 
sary and were prepared for air mail services 
actually in operation, and not merely of ex- 
perimental nature, as has been typical of 
many a foreign issue. May this continue to be 
true of our issues. 





“Pony Express” Cachet 





To commenorate the Pony Express Race 
from Oswego, Oregon to Timberline Lodge, 
Oregon, a distance of 72 miles, on June 29th 
a special cachet will be sponsored by the civic 
organizations sponsoring the event. Timber- 
line Lodge is situated on the south side of 
scenic Mt. Hood in the ragged Cascades. Per- 
mission has been asked of the U. S. Post Of- 
fice Department for post offices to cancel 
covers at both terminals of the race upon 
departure and arrival times. Seven riders will 
make up a team. Many riding clubs and 
sheriff's posses will have entries some of them 
from out of state points. Collectors wishing 
one or more covers carried on this novel race 
May send envelopes, stamped and addressed, 
to the Cachet Director: Myron F. McCamley, 
2135 North Alberta St., Portland, Oregon.

DEFENSE STATUS, 


Just what the status of the Defense issue 
is and to what extent it will be continued 
is still very much an unsettled issue as far 
as I am concerned and many collectors that 
I kaow. When issued they were to supplant 
the regular issue temporarily and then to be 
used in conjunction with the regular issue 
which seemed to be exactly what was hap- 
pening. Suddenly the Defense issue began dis- 
appearing from the smaller offices with the 
P.M.s telling the tales that they must make 
special requisition for them if they wanted 
them. A lot of offices were entirely out of 
all values some had only one and a few two 
but practically none all of them. Now the 
very latest news is that recent shipments to 
the larger offices have included some more 
Defense values. Another thing not to over- 
look is the fact that the large part of the 
new NARROW TYPE bureaus are on the 
Presidential Issue. The Defense issue seems to 
be almost as bad as Flanigan. 

Editor’s Note: At first the Defense stamps 
were given preference to the current Presi- 
dentials in shipments, but since no additional 
Presidential plates of the 1c, 2c and 3c have 
been sent to press, it must be assumed the 
recent shipments of Presidentials in lieu of 
Defense was to get rid of stock on hand last 
October. Only the 1c, 2c, and 3c Defense 
are being currently printed, and not long ago 
additional plates were made and sent to 
press. A rapid change in the three common 
denominations cannot be effected as a large 
stock of these stamps is always kept on hand
